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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1 and 4-7 are pending in the instant application. 

Amendments 

The amendment filed on September 14, 2009 has been acknowledged and has 
been entered into the instant application. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-7 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
because the specification, while being enabling for a method using catalysts with copper 
and chiral diamines where the chiral diamine is selected from the group on page 6 of 
the specification and the copper source is copper (II) source, does not reasonably 
provide enablement for a method using catalysts with any other chiral diamine or a 
copper (I) source. 

The Applicant has deleted the non-enabled subject matter, and the rejection is 
withdrawn. 

Claims 1-7 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap 
between the steps. 

The Applicant has inserted the missing steps, and the rejection is withdrawn. 
Previous Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

Claims 1-7 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticpated 
by Matsubara et al. {Angewandte Chemie, Int. Ed. Eng, 2004, 1679-1681.) 
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The Applicant has filed a certified translation to perfect the priority to JP 2004- 
016407, thereby disqualifying Matsubara et al. as prior art. The rejection is withdrawn.
